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It  may  be  that  we  are  better  followers  of  Confucius  than  at  first 
glance  might  appear,  for  if  we  do  not  worship  our  ancestors  we  at  least 
are  interested  in  them.  At  any  rate,  it  is  so  harmless  a  fad  that  it  needs 
in  pursuing  no  excuse. 

A  genealogy  of  the  Waterman  family  is  not  presented  because  it  is 
an  extraordinary  one,  for  I  find  no  member  greatly  elevated  above  his  fellows 
and  none  gieatly  depressed  below  the  level  of  ordinary  citizenship ;  but 
the  history  is  that  of  thousands  of  other  families — the  history  of  the  com- 
mon people — the  every  day  history  of  the  component  parts  of  a  great  na- 
tion from  the  beginning  to  the  present  time.  This  family  has  borne  its 
part,  along  with  other  families,  to  make  up  a  great  commonwealth.  They 
have  been  farmers  mechanics,  doctors,  lawyers,  soldiers,  teachers,  jour- 
nalists, artists  and  musicians,  attaining  in  some  cases  rank  and  eminence, 
and  in  this  volume  the  writer  will  try  to  tell  the  story  of  those  who  came 
within  the  circle  of  his  knowledge  through  the  study  of  records  and  cor* 
respondence  with  those  living  at  the  present  time. 

The  Watermans  have  ever  been  pioneers — pioneers  in  thought  and 
deed.  That  they  were  Puritans  in  the  early  days  of  the  family  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic  goes  without  saying  from  the  date  of  their  arrival  and 
the  company  they  were  in.  They  have  always  kept  up  the  character  of 
pioneers.  The  writer  has  found  them  in  most  of  the  states  of  the  Union 
and  their  mark  has  been  left  where  the  famil)  itself  has  disappeared. 
There  are,  at  least,  two  villages  named  for  members  of  the  family — one  in 
Illinois  and  one  in  California,  and  there  is  a  Waterman  Avenue  in  the 
city  of  St.  Louis. 
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During  the  eighteenth  century  several  members  of  the  familiy  found 
their  way  to  what  is  now  the  state  of  Maine,  then  a  district  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  it  is  to  tell  the  story  of  these  Maine  families  that  this  book  has 
been  written.  It  has  been  thought  necessary  to  prefix  an  account  of  the 
family  in  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut  before  coming  to 
Maine.  The  book  could  have  been  made  much  larger  by  including 
branches  of  the  family  in  other  states ;  but  the  writer  has  thought  best  to 
confine  himself  to  Maine.  A  catalogue  of  names,  such  as  a  genealogy 
must  be,  is  many  times  dry  reading,  and  this  book  may  be  considered 
long  enough  by  the  reader ;  and  to  use  the  words  of  the  member  of  the 
family  Avho  wears  the  cap  and  bells,  Nixon  Waterman,  and  used  as  a  fore- 
ward  to  his  little  volume  of  verse  entittled  "In  Merry  Mood :" 

This  little  book  is  not  so  bad, 

Or  so  it  seems  to  me, 
As  what  you  might  have   thought  it  had 

I  made  it  thicker.      See? 

Of  course  it  is  impossible  to  trace  the  lives  of  all  the  members  of  the 
family.  There  are  some  who  are  only  names,  whose  life  stories  are  un- 
told and  whose  resting  places  are  unknown.  They  are  the  unknown 
dead  of  the  family  for  which  we  drop  a  tear.  There  are  also,  doubtless, 
mistakes  which  have  crept  into  this  volume,  and  for  them  forgive — they 
were  unintentional — for  no  man  would  knowingly  wrong 'his  family. 


Watermans  of 
Massachusetts, 
Rhode  Island, 
and  Connecticut. 
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The  Waterman  family  appears  to  be    an    ancient  one.     The  word 
Waterman  is  not  only  good  English,  but  good  Angle-Saxon    (Wirterman, 
or  Wflptermann,  Wsetermon  or  Waetermonn),   good    Old    Saxon    (Water- 
man or  Watermann),  and  good  Old  Friesic    (Wetirman    or    Weterman), 
whereby  it  appears  that  the  patronymic  of  the  family  may  have  been  first 
applied  to  some  hardy  boatman  on  the  Elbe,  the  Weser,  or  their  tributaries, 
at  that  far  off  time  when  a    man    received    his    name    from    his^  calling. 
Some  of  these  hardy  Saxons  by  the  name  must  have  followed  in  the  wake 
of  Hengist  and  Horsa  in  that  great  migration  to   England    sometime    be- 
tween the  years  500  and  900  A.  D.      The  earliest  accounts  of  the  family 
in  England    are    in    County    Kent,    founded  by    those    ancient    leaders. 
Arthur  says  the  name  was  common  in  that  county  in    the    sixteenth  cen- 
tury.    I  have  further  reasons  for  believing  in  the  Teutonic  origin  of   the 
family.     Within  the  last  50  years,  at  least  four  families  by  the    name    of 
Waterman  have  arrived  in  America  from  the  German  province    of   Han- 
over, the  very  heart  of  this  old  Saxon  emigration,  and  they  have  informed 
me,  that  their  ancestors  had  lived  there  for  many  generations. 

That  the  family  was  of  some  importance  in  Englard  is  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  coats  of  arms  were  conferred  upon  two  branches  of  it ;  also 
upon  the  Waterman  Company  of  London. 

The  first  member  of  the  family  to  settle  in  America  was  Richard 
Waterman.  It  is  not  known  when  he  arrived  upon  the  shores  of  Massa- 
chusetts Bay,  but  he  seems  to  have  been  living  in  Boston  in  1629.  In 
that  year  he  was  sent  to  the  vicinity  of  Salem  to  secure  venison  for  the 
colony.  He  became  a  follower  of  Anne  Hutchinson  and  was  forced  to 
leave  the  colony  on  that  account  in  1G38  and  fice  to  Ehode  Island,  where 
he  reared  a  family  and  where  some  of  his  dcsccndents  live  to  this  day. 
He  was  brought  back  to  Boston  in  1G43  and  tried  for  heiasy,  but  ac- 
quited. 
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In  1634,  Thomas  Waterman  landed  on  this  continent  and  settled  in 
what  is  now  Roxbury,  Massachusetts.  He  has  descendents  living  at  the 
present  time. 

There  is  also  a  record  of  the  arrival  on  the  ship  Jonathan  in  1639 
of  John  Waterman,  a  boy,  and  that  he  went  to  live  in  Sudbury ;  but 
there  the  record  ends.      What  became  of  him  is  unknown. 

In  1636,  came  Robert  Waterman  to  Plymouth,  the  home  of  the  Pil- 
grims. This  man  is  the  founder  of  that  line  of  the  family  which  after- 
ward settled  in  what  is  now  the  state  of  Maine.  Tradition  has  it  that  the 
four  men  already  mentioned  were  brothers ;  but  I  have  found  no  record 
of  it. 

About  the  same|date  of  the  arrival  of  Robert,  there  are  ship  records 
of  the  sailings  of  Lieutenant  Humphrey  Waterman  and  Thomas  Water- 
man for  the  Barbados  Islands  (the  former  owned  a  plantation  there  of 
186  acres  and  had  92  slaves)  ;  also  of  the  sailings  of  Katherine  and  Ann 
Waterman  for  Virginia. 

A  Rev.  Thomas  Waterman,  who  was  born  in  London,  came  to 
Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  just  before  the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolu- 
tionarj^  War  ;  but  he  left  no  descendents  of  the  name. 

There  weie,  as  least,  two  officers  of  the  family  on  the  British  side  in 
the  Revolutionary  War :  First  Lieutenant  Elisha  Waterman  of  the 
Rangers,  and  Ensign  Thomas  Waterman  of  the  First  Regiment. 

This  narrative  is  an  account  of  Robert  Waterman  and  his  descend- 
ants, and  more  especially  those  who  settled  in  the  state  of  Maine. 
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1  Robert  Waterman  came  to  Plymouth  from  Norwich,  England,  in 
1636.  At  this  time  the  settlers  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Plymouth 
had  taken  up  most  of  the  available  land,  so  that  these  late  comei  s  had  to 
push  out  in  boats  along  the  shores  of  Massachusetts  Bay  to  find  suitable 
settling  places.  Although  a  living  could  be  obtained  by  hunting  and  fish- 
ing, land  was  the  great  desire  of  the  colonists,  partl>  because  it  was  the 
natural  way  of  obtaining  a  living  in  those  primitive  days  in  any  (ountry 
<tnd  partly  because  the  owner  of  real  estate  was  held  in  such  high  regard 
ill  the  mother  country.  Kobert  Waterman  found  a  suitable  place  of  set- 
tlement near  Greens  Harboi'  in  what  is  now  the  town  of  Marshfield, 
Massachusetts,  and  near  \a  hat  is  now  known  as  the  Daniel  Webster  place. 
1 1  ere  he  lived  until  his  death  \a  hich  occurred  Dec.  12,  1652.  He  was  a 
prominent  u:a.n  in  the  town —  was  a  selectman,  and  deputy  to  the  legisla- 
ture from  1644  to  1649.  On  the  llrh  of  December,  1638,  he  was  mai- 
rie.l  to  Eliz  ibeth  Bi)ur.ie,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Bourne,  oi 
Plymouth,  and  a])])arently  they  had  five  children  :

In  tracing  the  places  of  settlement  of  the  Waterman 
family,  it  is  found  that  the  first  two  generations  settled  on  the  sea  coast, 
because  there  were  no  roads  in  the  interior  ;  but  in  time  the  immediate 
coast  that  was  accessible  by  water  became  settled  and  the  third  genera- 
tion is  found  pushing  into  the  interior.  The  American  settlements,  ex- 
cept where  navigable  rivers  interfered    with    the    natural    method,    grew

like  a  tree,  with  an  additional  ring  of  settlements  extending  into  the  in- 
terior each  year.  Deacon  Robert  pushed  out  from  Marshfield  into  the 
interior  and  settled  at  Plympton.      He  had  nine  children  :

Watermans  of  Maine. 
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This  narrative  is  more  especially  a  record  of  the  Maine  Watermans, 
and  the  first  four  generations  of  the  family,  Avho  resided  in  Massachusetts, 
Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut,  have  been  introduced  to  show  their  origen. 
Some  members  of  the  family  who  settled  in  New  Hampshire  and  Ver- 
mont have  been  considered  here  because  some  of  their  descendants  now 
live  in  the  state  of  Maine. 

Although  the  first  settlements  of  New  England  were  made  by  emi- 
grants from  England,  a  large  portion  of  the  final  settlement  of  the  coun- 
try was  made  by  the  descendants  of  these  early  settlers.  It  has  been 
seen  how  these  descendants  spread  along  the  coasts  of  Massachusetts, 
Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut,  then  slowly  to  the  interior  of  these  colonies, 
so  it  was  only  a  question  of  time  when  they  would  reach  the  coast  of 
Maine,  first  an  independent  colony  and  afterward  a  district  of  Mass- 
achusetts ;  and,  after  the  formation  of  the  United  States,  it  became  a  state 
in  1820.  The  first  person  by  the  name  of  Waterman,  so  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  ascertain,  to  live  in  Maine,  was  Thomas  (43),  already  men- 
tioned, who  appears  to  have  lived  in  Scarboro  as  early  as  1729,  and  to 
have  reared  a  family  there,  although  the  records  of  this  family  are  scanty. 
So  far  as  I  know,  no  other  member  of  the  family  arrived  within  the  bor- 
dors-  of  the  district  for  thiity-nine  years. 

So  far  as  [  am  able  to  ascertain,  all  of  the  Watermans  in  Maine, 
with  three  exceptions,  are  decendants  of  Robert  Waterman.  In  con- 
ducting my  investigations,  I  learned  that  there  aje  now  residing  in  the  state 
of  Maine  three  families  bearing  the  name  of  Waterman,  who  are  of  German 
descent,  the  heads  of  the  famlies  having  been  born  in  the  Province  of 
Hanover.  They  arc  the  families  of  Julius  Wateiman  of  Bangor,  Moj-ris 
Waterman  of  Portland,  and  Adolph  H.  Waterman  of  Bath.

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114  Joseph  Waterman,  son  of  Joseph  (51),  was  born  in  Halifax, 
Nov.  \2,  1750,  and  was  married  to  Lucy  Josling  Monroe,  of  Hanover, 
Mass.,  Nov.  4,  1776.

This  plantation  had 
been  granted  by  Massachusetts  to  the  survivors  of  the  companies  of  Capt. 
John  March,  Capt.  Stephen  Greenleaf  and  Capt.  Philip  Nelson  in  the  ex- 
pedition to  Canada  in  1690,  in  the  year  1736,  and  laid  out  in  what 
proved  to  be  the  Colony  of  New  Hampshire  and  therefore  outside  the  ju- 
risdiction of  Massachusettis.  To  make  up  for  the  loss  of  this  land  a  new 
y;rant  was  made  in  Maine  in  17Ho.  If  was  named  for  Capt.  Thomas 
Baker,  who  was  killed  in  an  Indian  battle  in  1720.  and  to  this  Bakers- 
town  .Joseph  Waterman  came.  He  settled  on  an  eminence  afterwards 
known  as  Pottle  Hill.  In  1795.  the  Plantation  of  Bakerstown  was  in- 
corporated as  the  ninety  fifth  town  and  named  Poland.  It  was  a  very 
large  and  unwieldy  town  and  seven  years  later  it  was  divided,  that  part 
lying  on  the  western  side  of  the  Little  Androscoggin  River  retaining  the 
name  of  Poland  and  that  on  the  eastern  side  being  named  Minot.  Pottle 
Hill  was  in  Minot.  In  1791,  the  first  church  (Congregational)  was  or- 
ganized in  Bakerstown,  and  Joseph  Waterman's  name  headed  the  list  of 
members.  He  lived  for  quite  a  number  of  years  in  Minot  and  then 
moved  to  the  town  of  Knox,  where  he  died.

He 
seems  to  have  won  his  title  in  the  state  militia.  The  Buxton  and  Hollis 
Light  Infantry  was  organized,  according  to  the  Buxton  Centennial  His- 
tory, published  in  1874,  sometime  between  1806  and  1811.  In  the  lat- 
ter year  the  ladies  of  Buxton  gave  the  company  a  stand  of  colojs,  and  at 
that  time  William  Waterman  was  the  lieutenant.  He  was  afterwards 
captain  of  the  company.

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Humanity  is  ever  restless  like  the  ocean.  The  wind  of  destiny 
blows  the  nations  hithei*  and  thither  They  are  found  on  one  shore  to- 
day and  another  tomorrow.  These  human  euirants.  or  migrations,  began 
in  the  days  of  Adam  and  have  continued  to  the  present  time.  If  a  man 
could  have  lived  to  thrice  the  age  of  Methuselah,  and  have  been  stationed 
at  some  paint  of  vantage  where  he  could  have  observed  the  triumphal 
march  of  nations  i'rom  the  beginning,  he  would  have  seen  a  more  interest- 
ing pageant  than  any  theatrical  effect  could  produce.  Before  him  would 
have  passed  the  Chaldean,  Egytian,  Greek,  Roman,  Goth  and  Saxon,  to 
say  nothing  of  more  modern  nations.  In  the  far  ret^t'ospect,  it  is  the  na- 
tion which  counts,  while  the  component  parts,  the  families,  are  forgotten 
in  the  lapse  of  years.  Occasionally  some  individual  name  survives  to 
show  us  the  influence  of  the  individual  upon  the  social  mass,  and  that  the 
family,  in  some  form,  has  always  been  the  basis  of  society.  Hence  the 
interest  in  the  family.  'The  foregoing  pages  contain  a  family  history  for 
nearly  three  centuries  and  show  the  the  typical  family  life  of  New  Eng- 
land for  those  years.  The  pioneer  life  of  this  section  was  English  and  so  re- 
mained for  200  years,  and  this  is  the  story  of  English  settlers.  About 
half  a  century  ago  there  was  an  Irish  invasion  to  build  the  railroads  and 
mills  of  the  section.  These  people  have  been  assimilated  with  the  mass 
and  today  are  American.  A  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  the  French  Cana- 
dian arrived  as  a  mill  operative.  Today  he  is  taking  up  the  general 
walks  of  New  England  life,  and  his  special  place  as  mill  operative  is  be- 
ing taken  by  Greeks  and  Poles.  The  builders  are  Italians.  So  a  new 
job  of  assimilation  must  be  taken  up."  The  history  of  the  future  cannot 
be  the  history  of  the  past,  for  the  blood  will  have  changed  and  conse- 
quently the  manners  ;  but  it  will  still  be  a  story  of  migration.
